His Views on the Action of the Council, 


and what Be Thinks About Street 


Paving Material. 


EDITOU3 REPUBLICAN;—I wish to inform the 


city council, through the columns ot your pa- 
per, tbat I do not intend to pay for u paving 
of cobblestones mixed with limestone, \t laid 
on the south side of my lots, on Cerro Gordo 
street. It would be worse than two soft 
brick and one hard one; in a year's time it 
would be full of "chuck holes." 1 propose to 
do as I uave doue, make my own pavement, 
and keep it iu repair. Nine years ago every 
property owner was taxed to have graveled 
streets, and BO long aa the gravel waa kept In 
repair, it was a success. Now the city author- 
ities are going over tho saino ground, taxing 
property owners again to pay tho expense of 
paved streets. I claim that the property own- 
eiB, Irom Mdrgan to Front sheets, have some 
rights which the city is bound to respect i'ho 
majority of us huve petitioned the city council 
for permission to lay down a concrete pave- 
ment from North Morgan to Trent street, at a 
cost of $1 9j per square yard, whioh Is oue 
cent loss per yard than Tuttle & Sou are to re- 
ceive for laying down cobblestones, with the 
privilege of using some limestone 
I oould 


take broken stone and Deoatur gravel aud 
make a better pavement than tho oobbloaud 
.imestone would make, at a oost of 5D cents 
per yard.

I do not propose to be 
cheated in that manner. 1 consider tbo whole 
transaction, a swindle and a fraud.

et him come and examine tbo broken stone 
road on North Morgan street, laid down by 
the Wabash officials and myself. The tlrat 
ordinance passed by the council relative to 
street paving was for brick; but some peti- 
tioned lor cobblestone because it was claimed 
the cost would be loss; but it was tho under- 
standing that no limestone should be used, 
only hard cobblestone. Objectors say the oou- 
irete will not stand the tost of freeaing aud 
thawing in winter, they "cannot tell anything 
about it until It is wintered through," &c. I 
have some concrete stone fourteen years old 
that have siood the teat and are to-day good 
as at first. I laid down a concrete driveway 
from my office corner to F. Priest's street car 
.rack four years ag-o. All the teams passing 
along that street both summer and winter 
have run over It. Yesterday it was taken up 
and found solid to the very bottom, which Is 
enough to convince any reasonable person 
that concrete when laid upon iho ground will 
stand the test of winter weather. One of the 
city aldermen says he "knows brick pave- 
ments in tho streets is a success because 
Bloomington has several blocks paved with 
arick aud it has been there several years." 
Very true; there is some brick street paving 
in Bloomlngtou, but it costs the city so much 
to keep it In repair they don't want any more 
of it laid down. Whon the city of Springfield 
decided to have paved streets, she Bent men to 
Bloomington to investigate the brick and 
touud the coat of keeping it In repair was so 
jreat that she decided in favor of cedar 
olooks. Also Springileld decided tbat Becniur 
sand and gravel was the cleanest and hardest 
of any to be bad. Last year she bought sand 
atKenuey, but came to tho conclusion that 
the Kenney sand was too soft and this year 
she Is buying Deoatur sand again. If every 
property owner had obliged the city to sign a 
:>ond to keep the graveled streets In repair, 
the grayel would have been good now. It 
seems to me only fair that If tho property 
owner pays the city for paving the street in 
Iront of his property, that the city sbould sign 
i oond to keep tho paved street in repair. If 
. had done so nlno ycara ago. It would have 
eaved mo tbroo hundred dollars this season.
